FIREMAN LAYTON KILLED 


Rails Spread and En= 


gine Left Track at 


Only One Gar Left Track 


And No Passengers 


Were Killed. 


Prophetic Words of Dead Fireman's 


Feather J. M. Layton. 


On Tuesday he Requested Mr. Chase to Photograph 


"His Boy's Engine" as He Might be Killed 


On the Next Trip—Newark Wreck 


Train Leaves for Scene. 


(Special Advocate Telegram.) 


Washington C. H., O., May 14—B. 


& O. Southwestern 
passenger 
train 


i'rom Cincinnati, due here at 10:28 a. 
m., was wrecked near Bloomingsburg 
today. The rails spread and the en- 
gine left the track. 
Engineer May$ 
and Fireman Layton, both of Newark, 
were killed. 


No passengers were killed. 
The train was running at the rate of 


40 miles an .hour and Engineer John 
,May and 'Fireman" Layton were 
in- 


stantly killed. S. M. Moore, of Chil- 
licothe, was cut on the wrist and face. 


The wreck was due to the fact that 


a gang of men were repairing the 
track and the ballasting 
had been 


largely removed. The rails spread and 
three cars were plunged into a ditch 
at the bottom of a high embankment. 
Engineer May remained with his en- 
gine and was instantly killed, his body 
being terribly mangled. Fireman Lay- 
ton tried to save himself by jumping, 
but his neck was broken. 
Engineer 


May reversed 
his engine when the 


crash came and put on the emergency 
brake and it was only to this fact that 
the escape of a large number of pas- 
sengers can be ascribed. Other mem- 
bers of the train crew," all of whom 
escaped, were-J. F. Beecher, of New- 
ark; Brakeman John Plum of Newark, 
and Mail Clerk Chas. Coulson, W. H. 
Howsoii of Chillicothe, with J. C. Mil- 
ler as baggagemaster. 


An Advocate man was on the train 


and was able to wire an accurate re- 
port promptly. 


The B. & O. offices in Newark re- 


ceived a telegram at noon today to 
send the wreck train to Blooming- 
burg, on the B. & 0. S. W., where 
B. & O. train 104, due in Newark at 


12:25 
o'clock had been wrecked near 


Bloomingburg, in Fayette county. 


The telegram ateo stated the shock- 


ing news that John May, engineer and 
Herbert Layton, fireman had 
been 


r.'illed instantly. 


The engine, number 876 jumped the 


track and an. express and mail car fol- 
lowed, but none of the rest of the 
train left the track.

May and Layton. 


A connection was made up to come 


to Newark from the scene of the wreck 
and the bodies of the dead trainmen 
were put aboard'and brought to New- 
ark, where they were prepared for 
burial. 


The news of tie shocking death of 


John May, caused universal sorrow. 
There was no ra'ilroad man in the ser- 
vice of the Baltimore & Ohio who was 
better known or more popular. For 
nearly thirty years he had served the 
same company faithfully 
and 
well, 


and although he was in many and 
•serious wrecks, the causes were provi- 
dential rather than through any fault 
cf Ms. 


At one time his engine struck a land- 


slide at Black Hand, while going 60 
miles an hour, and May was seriously 
hurt. 
On another occasion his en- 


gine collided head on while running 
at top speed on the C. 0. division, and 
again John May was badly hurt, but 
his life was spared. 
This last and 


fatal accident was caused 
by 
the 


spreading of tire rails and was in no 
way his fault. 


Joha May was not only one of the 


most trusted -employ-as, who had the 
entire confidence of the officials, but 
he .was also extremely popular with 
his fellow workmen. 
He was known 


among them as "Dutch" May, and the 
n'ckname was indicative of the friend- 
ly tBteem' and jnitfmate regard 
in 


which he was held. 
He wqp of a 


jovial turn of mind, jet firm and un- 
y elding in his strict adherence n 
cuty and the principles of right living 
en whici. his honorable life was based. 


He had not only won the esteem of 


neighbors and friends for himself, but 
during his residence'in Newark he had 
reared and was preparing a family to 
tike up the duties of life, wiien he 
should be compelled to lay them 
clown. 
It was his wish often 
ex- 


pressed, to be permitted to enjoy a 
life of case and comfort, after he quit 
the active service of the road, but yet 
he left this world as he would have 
had it, at his post of duty. 


Engine 876 which killed- May, had 


been, for several years his regular en- 
gine, until recently when it was put 
to doing a special passenger 
duty. 


Wednesday the 876 was put back on 
tie 103 and 104 runs and May took 
her down to Cincinnati Wednesday, 
and started back this morning on 104. 
When he mounted the cab of 876 Wed- 
nesday, he wag as happy as a man who 
had met a long lost friend, and with 
a grasp of the throttle that was almost 
a caress, he steamed out of Newark, 
humming his favorite German ditty. 


This afternoon his 
mangled re 


r.ains will be brought to that home 
where he had been the honored and re- 
spected head apd protector. In the 
neath of John May, Uie railroad men, 
who knew him intimately, are joined 


in sincere grief, by the entire city 
v;ho know him by his honorable rec- 


crd, 
and unblemished reputation. 


The little family, as they sit in their 


home, overshadowed by the sombre 
wings of the angel of death about the 
bier of iiim whose every thought was 
for them', may be assured that in the 
death of their noble hero father and 
husband, a r^ord of tender and uni- 
versal sympathy is vibrating through- 
out the city in unison with the plain- 
tJve minor itono of grief, now dom- 
inant in their own hearts.

Were .Words of .Fireman. Latyon's 


Father Tuesday—Good Picture of 


Engine and Crew. 


Photographer George W. Chase told 


a story of a remarkable coincidence in 
regard to the B. & O. S. W. wreck. 
On Tuesday J. M. Layton, father of 
the unfortunate fireman, called at Mr. 
Chase's photograph gallery and re- 
quested Mr.- Chase to go with him at 
one to the B. & O. depot and take a 
photograph of "his boy's engine." Mr. 
Chase did so and obtained an excel- 
lent likeness of not only the engine, 
but also of Engineer May and Fire- 
man Layton. 


Mr. Layton 
said at the time: "I 


want a good photograph of my boy 
and his engine, even if it costs -me the 
last dollar I have. He may be brought 
home dead from his next trip." 


The words of the father were proph- 


etic, for his sou will be brought home 
dead from his first trip after the pho- 
tograph was taken. 


JOHN MAY 


Sketch of a Prominent and Faithful 


Engineer Who Was Killed at 


His Post. 


John May was born in Maheim, Pa., 


May 23, 1854, and was therefore nearly 
49 years* of age. 


In 1S78, April 5, li" was married to 


Miss Ona Shipman, ai.d to them were 
born seven children, live of whom are 
living. They are Bi --ie, Nellie, John, 
Leah and Harold. 


He was a member <,[ the B. of L. E. 


anil Newark lodge-No, l::, K. of P. 


Mr. May began raihoading with the 


B. & O. railroad company over thirty 
years ago. He lir*! worked in the 
shops but soon gave up his position 
there to accept a pet.-:-ion as fireman, 
and for 28 years had boon on the road 
in the capacity of fiioman and engin- 
eer. 
He began his career on 
the 


road at a time when it required a ru"- 
ged constitution to withstand the rig- 
ors of the hard Work required, and 
when the responsibility and skill.of 
an egineer was much greater than it 
is now. He at all times had the good 
will and respect of the officials, and 
stood high in the estimation of his fel- 
low workmen. During his life on the 
rail he had figured rln a number of ser- 
ious accidents, in two ol which he was 
badly injured. One of these was in 
the spring of 1887, at Lexington, when 
his engine, the 606, collided with the 
engine 737, which, was in charge of 
William Armstiong. 
Another acci- 


dent which came near ending his life, 
took place at Helpers Switch about 
eight years ago. At the time ol" the 
accident he was in charge of train IOC, 
and a short distance oast of Zanesville, 
near Helper's Switch. He ran into a 
freight train through the failure of a 
brakeman to flag the> train properly.

The church will be built of Concord 


granite, as specified by Mrs. Eddy in 
her original deed of trust, and first an- 
nounced in the Concord Monitor of 
March 19th, 1898. 
In response to an 


inquiry from the editor of that paper, 
Mrs. Eddy made the following state- 
ment: 


"On January 31, 189S, I gave a deed 


of trust to three individuals which 
conveyed to them the sum of $100.000 
to be appropriated in building a gran- 
ite church -edifice for First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, in this city.

In the fall of 1897, Mrs. Eddy pur- 


chased the property opposite the High 
school and adjoining the State Capi- 
tol, and after remodelling the man- 
sion into a hall and reading rooms, at 
a total outlay of $20,000, she present- 
ed Christian Science Hall and grounds 
to the local members for their use. 


On February 22, 1S99. First Church

The change 
of .position is instantly responsive to 
tho sun breaking through a cloud. It 
cannot be akin to mirage, because the 
shooter would then have to lower, his 
gun at noon instead of elevating it as 
he now does. 


The Crown. 


•Sphere is no mention of crowns before 


the eighth century after Christ. The 
crewii really did not become the head 
covering of kings until the times of the 
Christian -rulers after the might and 
power of pagan Rome were broken. 
Before those days the crowning was 
done with a helmet. This change in the 
method of crowning the rulers is typ- 
ical 
x of the Changes that occurred in 


tLe spirit that animated nations and 
races in the selection of their kings. 


The first kings and chiefs, after 'thfe- 


world ha'd emerged from the patri- 
archal forms of government, were se- 
lected 
almost 
altogether 
for their 


prominence as leaders in war. Thug, 
gradually, the chief of the army be- 
came the chief of"the nation. Almost 
all the ancient kings were military 
despbts. Then, with the prevalence of 
Christianity and the overthrow of the 
old governments, came the new rulers 
who claimed to rule by divine right. 
They, too, were almost ,all military 
despots, especially in the beginning, 
but the world had progressed far 
enough to demand more proof: of au- 
thority to rule than mere brute power.
